Washington, March 17.—President 
Coolidge’s action in cutting short Sat­ 
urday a program of addresses at his 
reception to the Oberammergau pas­ 
sion players brought an explanation 
fiom the White House Monday and 
stirred up a debate in the senate. 
In a defter to Anton Lang, the 
Christus of the, players, Mr. Coolidge 
expressed! pleasure that the visitors 
had come to the White House and set 
forth that the only reason for the in­ 
cident was the fact that it is not per­ 
missible for the president to receive 
public addresses from people of oth­ 
er nations except through diplomatic 
channels. 
The incident was taken up in the 
senate by Senator Dill, Democrat, of 
Washington, who said he regretted 
that the president “had not taken 
a broader and more humane view of 
the delegation’s plea 
in behalf of 
suffering German children.” 
President Coolidge told the players 
in his letter that he wished to cor­ 
rect a “possible wrong impression” 
in regard to the incident and reiterat­ 
ed his pleasure at seeking them; his 
appreciation of their work 
and his 
hope for the success of their vis't to 
America. 
Injection into the visit by Ludwig 
Ninsen, spokesman for the players, of 
w'hat White House officials described 
as “political discussions” was follow­ 
ed by the cutting short of other ad­ 
dresses. 
“The president probably was tech­ 
nically correct,” Senator Dill said in 
addressing the- senate, “but I I bisk a 
much better way would have been to 
give a few minutes to the man who 
iii the eyes of the world embodies the 
Christ idea and at the end to have 
told him that the matter he brought

action.

an humble and, in the public eye, in­ 
significant visitor where he could not 
fie so for another of more standing, 
because of the possible embarrass­ 
ment ensuing in future such confer­ 
ences. 
' “Tho incident might have beeen 
handled better by a senator, but I 
doubt it. 
I doubt also that any of 
us can read the present occupant of 
the White House a lecture on man­ 
ners or courtesy.”

claring the action was justified in 
the circumstances. 
“It is reported in the newspapers 
that a misunderstanding had occurred 
on your visit to me Saturday. 
I wash

sion. 
It was a real pleasure to me, 
as I stated, to have you and your as­ 
sociates come to the White House. 
I was pleased to shake hands with 
all of you and wish you success in 
your good work. 
I realize the great 
influence for pood which you have 
been to all the world. 
“It is not permissible for the pres­ 
ident 
to 
receive 
public 
addresses 
from people of another nation, un­ 
less they be presented through the 
usual diplomatic channels. 
It was for 
that reason, that after I had shaken 
hands with you and your associate*, 
and heard a word from your man­ 
ager and given you a word of greet­ 
ings, that I was unable to have any 
further addresses. 
“May I again 
reiterate 
what 
I 
tried then to express, that I had great 
pleasure in seeing you, and of vmy 
many years of appreciation of your 
good work, and my hope for the suc­ 
cess of your visit to America. 
I 
trust that your great art will Ie 
an influence for good w'hich w'ill turn 
the thought of all those who come 
under it to higher things.” 
The president's letfce:* was communi­ 
cated by Mr. Lang through the Ger­ 
man embassy.

1924, m utt pass an examination under 
tho Highway patrol if they did nut 
possess a 1923 license in this State. 
Numbers of those who have been ex­ 
amined are drivers from other states, 
who do not possess a 1923 license for 
Pennsylvania. 
The?* must take th* 
examination in the usual form, just 
as any beginner, according to th? pa­ 
trolmen. 
These regulations went into effect 
February 29 of this year, and many 
of the provisions of the law arc un­ 
known to applicants for licenses, ac­ 
cording} to the patrolmen 
The pin- 
eedure which is taken, they say, h 
as follows: 
No person will be given an op­ 
erator’s license who cannot read Eng­ 
lish. 
This is in conformity with r 
precedent already established in those 
stages which examine drivers—Con­ 
necticut, New' Jenny and Maryland. 
Secretary Weight of the Highway de­ 
partment declares that this is a safety 
measure, since persons unable to roan 
English cannot read traffic or other 
signs nor the motor laws. 
Applicants for a driver’s license 
will apply on form No. 103, procur­ 
able from notaries or others, for \ 
learner’s permit. 
An addresaograph 
plate is immediately cut at Harris­ 
burg and a learner’s permit card G 
issued, the form No. 103 being file I 
according to the learner’s permit num­ 
ber. An alphabetical file is also m ade.1 
The applicant within 30 days pre­ 
sents himself for examination at the 
points in the county designated by the 
Department. The examiner rn ak os an 
individual report for each 
person, 
filing daily with the Automobile Di­ 
vision at Harrisburg. 
If the recoin- 1 
mendation favors the* issuance of a 
license the application is sent through 
the regular work. 
When it reaches 
the addrefoOgraph sect on the learn­ 
er’s permit plhte is taken from *h 
file and on it is punched the license 
number given the driver. 
The op­ 
erator's license card is then forward­ 
ed to the applicant. 
The learner’s permit granted ap ­ 
plicants is good only for 30 days. No 
examinations are held on legal holi­ 
days. 
Should tho applicant be unable 
to present himself during the period 
named, he must give reasons to the 
Highway department at Harrisburg. 
“The examination of applicants for 
drivers’ licenses will be common sense 
in every particular.

' Announcement of 
the Gettysburg 
Gab Company of a new tariff schedule 
under which all patrons of the com­ 
pany in Gettysburg and vicinity are to 
riiare in a reduction in rates will be 
greeted with universal approval.

.1 necklace of lob’* tear# I# thought 
to be a preventive, or a cure, for all 
binds of throat diseases, and is highly 
recommended for teething children. 
Job's tears are the seeds of an East 
Indian plant closely allied to maize. 
In India it i« cultivated as an edible 
grain ami bus become naturalized In 
Spain and Portugal, where flour is oc­ 
casionally made from it. In this coun­ 
try It is cultivated as a garden curl 
natty. In Arizona and New Mexico the 
grain* of chrysolite found with certain 
semi-precious stones are locally called 
Job's tears; hut the Job’s tears of the 
superstition are the seed* of the Croix 
lachryma. 
The seeds are of bluish 
white color and are often used for 
bracelets, necklaces, etc. 
In a publication of the American 
Folklore society it is stated that re­ 
cently a Massachusetts apothecary was 
shown a necklace of Job’s tears by a 
woman who asserted that her daughter 
had Just been cured of diphtheria by 
its use. 
A da iii incrustation upon the 
"tears'' was pointed out as being "the 
substance of the disease" which had 
been transferred to the seeds. 
Here 
we have a d ea r case of the survival of 
that form of primitive magic known as 
contagious magic, based on the law of 
<*ontact. 
There is Just so much of the 
"substance of the disease’’ in the af­ 
flicted throat—or the inflamed gums 
of the child—and a part of it, at least, 
most go out into the magic necklace by 
the law of contact. Probably the whole 
of it, for spiritism enters Into the cure, 
the Job s tears being grain and all the 
ancients believing in the corn god or 
spirit of the grain—s beneficent deity.

by Now Radio Method 


A. a sc rip tio n of a means of locating 
th® p o rtio n of a ship at sea by the 
emulsion of a radio “dash** sim ultane­ 
ously w ith the firing of n small charge 
In the a s is contained In the “Pro­ 
ceedings" of the Physical society, says 
the Scientific American. 
A station on 
•bore records the arrival of the radio 
signal and also of the explosion wave 
a t a num ber of hydrophones suitably 
disposed In known positions on the 
sea bed. 
The times of travel of the 
explosion wave, and hence the dis­ 
tance from the charge to each hjdro- 
phone, a re indicated by an Einthoven 
galvanom eter photographic recorder. 
Although great accuracy Is attainable, 
for navigational purpose's It is sacri­ 
ficed to speed—it being possible to 
give a ship her location within a radius 
of half a mile inside ten m inutes from 
receiving ber request for a position. 
H ils method has been thoroughly test­ 
ed under service conditions and has 
been found absolutely reliable. 
A nine-ounce charge can be located 
at a distance of 40 miles. 
In hydro­ 
graphic survey work the method has 
been tested successfully in fixing ac­ 
curately the positions of certain buoys 
and light vessels. 
The possibility of 
screening and distortion effects pro­ 
duced by sand banks has also been In­ 
vestigated.
